An  Act  to  provide  for  the  salaries  and  allowances  of  Members  of  2[the  Maharashtra 
Legislature]  and  certain  other  matters. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  salaries  and  allowances  of  Members 
of  2[the  Maharashtra  Legislature)  and  certain  other  matters  as  hereinafter  appearing; 
Jt’is  hereby  enacted  in  the  SeventhJY earf of 'theJRepublic  of  India  as  follows 

1.  3[(2)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Maharashtra  Legislature  Members’  Salaries  and 
Allowances  Act.] 

(2)  It  shall  bejdeemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  November  1956.
